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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Colwyn  Bay  Borough  Health  and  Maternity  Committees. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  shows  that  the  health  of  the  Burgesses  of 
Colwyn  Bay  was  better  in  1942  than  for  many  years.  The 
number  of  deaths  fell  by  52  and  the  death  rate  from  13.9  to 
11.2;  Infectious  diseases  were  fewer — in  1941,  110  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital,  only  59  were  removed  in  1942.  The 
birth  rate  has  risen  from  9.3  to  11.6  per  1000  inhabitants. 

The  population  has  fallen  owing  to  the  drift  back  to 
industrial  areas  of  many  evacuees,  but  for  reasons  of  National 
Security  I am  forbidden  to  state  the  actual  number. 

All  health  services  have  been  maintained  in  spite  of  the 
increasing  call  for  “ returns  ” whose  value  is,  to  put  it  mildly, 
not  obvious. 

There  have  not  been  any  new  developments  in  social 
services.  The  inspection  of  food — especially  milk — has  called 
for  much  attention.  The  quality  of  the  milk  had  deteriorated 
early  in  1942  but  is  now  steadily  improving.  The  zoning- 
scheme  for  milk  distribution  was  unpopular  and  caused  many 
unfounded  complaints  as  to  quality.  The  water  supply  has 
also  apparently  improved — recent  tests  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  has  continued  to 
increase.  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  41  per  1000  births  is  dis- 
tinctly good. 

Immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
carried  out  in  almost  every  available  child  in  the  town;  while 
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immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  has  been  taken  up 
enthusiastically  by  the  mothers. 

Housing  of  the  new-born  babies  is  now  a worry ; people 
came  to  “ rooms  ” or  “ flats  ” and  accepted  disadvantage  in- 
herent in  such  residences,  but  the  arrival  of  a baby  multiplies 
these  disadvantages  and  indeed  makes  a previously  passable 
home  a very  unsatisfactory  one.  I do  not  know  any  remedy 
in  present  circumstances  but  rebuilding  or  redistribution  of 
residences  will  soon  be  necessary. 

I have  again  to  commend  my  Staff  for  willing  work  under 
trying  circumstances  and  my  Chairman  for  unfailing  support 
and  stimulation.

These  figures  show  remarkable  reductions  in  deaths  from 
cancer,  tuberculosis  and  a reduction  in  most  causes  except 
diseases  of  heart  and  circulation.  There  were  52  fewer  deaths 
in  1942  than  in  1941. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area: 
Laboratory  Facilities:  These  continue  unchanged. 

Throat  Swabs : These  are  sent  from  the  Health  Depart- 
ment daily  at  12.30  p.m.  Any  taken  after  that  hour  should  be 
sent  direct  by  the  doctors  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Emergency  Laboratory,  Conway. 

During  1942,  245  swabs  were  examined — 75  of  these  were 
positive  for  Diphtheria, 
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75  samples  of  water  were  also  reported  on.  Comments 
on  these  water  reports  will  appear  later  in  this  report. 

83  milk  samples  were  sent  to  the  School  of  Agriculture 
Laboratory,  Bangor. 

Ambulance  Facilities:

Mr.  R.  Owen  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  the  Obstetrical  Consultant 


to  the  Colwyn  Bay  Corporation,  reports  as  follows : — 

There  were  22  Consultations  with  10  doctors. 

Four  Caesarean  Sections  were  carried  out  and  one 
difficult  delivery. 

One  patient  to  whom  I was  called  was  suffering  from 
toxaemia.  She  refused  to  allow  pregnancy  to  be  terminated 
and  unfortunately  failed  to  co-operate  otherwise  in  treatment. 
She  was  admitted  later  and  died  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

At  the  Clinic  47  new  ante-natals  and  65  old  ante-natals; 
59  post-natals  and  6 old  post-natals  were  examined. 
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I would  like  again  to  express  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
standard  of  midwifery  steadily  upheld  by  the  Matron  of  the 
Maternity  Home. 

Maternity  Home 

176  women  were  admitted  for  confinement  and  12  for 
ante-natal  care — total  188.  Of  the  176  confinements  115  were 
delivered  by  midwives  and  61  by  doctors.-  139  of  the  women 
were  Colwyn  Bay  residents  and  28  were  County  cases.  21 
were  admitted  from  outside  areas.

Public  Abattoir,  Meat  and  other  Food  Inspections 

The  fact  that  the  Corporation  are  also  Slaughtering 
Contractors  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  has  again  proved  very 
successful.  The  Staff  problem  has  naturally  been  somewhat 
difficult  at  times,  but  on  the  whole  the  work  has  been  carried 
out  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  The  fifteen  acres  of 
pasture  adjoining  the  Abattoir,  rented  from  the  Parks  Com- 
mittee, produced  some  22  tons  of  first  class  Hay  as  well  as 
providing  ample  grazing  at  all  times. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  lower  than  last  year 
but  the  proportion  of  home  killed  to  Imported  is  extra- 
ordinarily good  considering  the  conditions.

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Owing  to  several  obvious  reasons — -increased  population, 
staff,  petrol  economy,  etc. — -the  weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse  could  not  be  maintained  and  so,  in  March,  we  changed 
over  from  weekly  to  fortnightly  collections.  After  con- 
siderable worry  and  reorganisation,  the  whole  of  the  collec- 
tion rounds  were  altered  and  each  gang  now  works  nine  days 
on  the  round  and  the  remainder  of  the  week  on  Paper  Baling. 
All  private  households  are  now  serviced  on  the  same  day  and 
almost  at  the  same  time,  fortnightly,  and  the  regularity  of  the 
service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  indeed.  Considerable 
help  in  getting  the  system  working  smoothly  was  given  by  the 
Street  Salvage  Stewards,  who  visited  householders,  giving  the 
time  and  date  of  collection  as  well  as  doing  good  work  in 
Salvage  propaganda. 

One  unfortunate  feature  of  this  system,  however,  has  been 
the  decrease  in  Salvaged  Pig  Food,  as  householders  obviously 
cannot  save  perishable  waste  for  the  length  of  time.  Collec- 
tions by  Pig  and  Poultry  Keepers  have  been  encouraged  by 
means  of  street  bins,  etc.,  but  the  number  and  nature  of  con- 
traries placed  in  the  bins  has  made  several  keepers  stop 
collecting — safety  razof  blades,  broken  crockery  and  glass- 
ware were  by  no  means  uncommon. 

84  tons  were  collected  by  known  Pig  and  Poultry  Keepers 
and  44  tons  approximately  by  our  own  lorries. 


Salvage 

The  salvage  figures  given  below  represent  the  amount 
collected  by  the  Council  and  do  not  cover  the  total  salvage 
from  the  town.  This  applies  particularly  to  paper — for 
example — all  the  waste  paper  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Offices  is  sold  by  them  privately  as  is  the  waste  paper  from 
certain  tradesmen. 

The  results  are  somewhat  lower  than  last  year;  this  does 
not  mean  that  there  has  been  any  relaxing  of  our  efforts  to 
collect  every  possible  piece  of  scrap,  but  rather  that  we  have 
already  cleared  up  all  accumulations  by  means  of  special  drives 
etc.  During  the  National  Waste  Paper  Contest  in  January, 
we  collected  89  tons  (total  for  town  100  tons,  3 cwt.).  This 
was  a peak  figure  which  we  cannot  hope  to  repeat  as  there 
is  now  less  paper  in  circulation.

— this  is  a reduction  of  almost  18  million  gallons  on  the  1941 
figure.

Immunisation 

Of  1,300  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years,  1143 
or  88  per  cent,  have  been  immunised,  and  of  3,100  children  of 
5-15  years,  3,057  or  almost  98  per  cent,  have  been  protected. 
About  60  others  have  not  completed  the  course  but  will  be 
completed  within  a few  weeks. 

Thus,  4,200  out  of  a possible  4,400  (95.5  per  cent.)  are  now 
immune. 

During  the  year  10  children  under  15  developed  diphtheria. 
Of  these  one  child  had  been  immunised — in  this  case  the  chi 
was  not  ill  but  was  a carrier  and  so  a danger  to  others  rather 
than  to  himself. 

From  the  coming  of  evacuees  in  1939  until  the  beginning 
of  1942,  there  had  been  106  children  of  1-15  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  sufifering  from  diphtheria.  The  average 
for  the  past  ten  years  was  22.5  per  annum, 
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In  April,  1943,  I undertook  the  free  immunisation  of 
children  under  school  age  aaginst  whooping  cough.  By  1st 
November  161  children  had  been  treated.

Five  samples  of  milk  were  slightly  below  standard,  but 
contained  no  added  water.  In  two  instances  involving  serious 
deficiency  in  fat,  and  added  water  the  vendors  were  prosecuted 
and  fined. 
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A sample  of  Lemon  Substitute  was  deficient  in  Vitamin  C. 

One  sample  of  sausages  contained  a small  amount  of 
Boric  Acid,  but  the  Statutory  Notice  was  not  exhibited. 

A sample  of  Potted  Meat  was  certified  “ not  genuine  ” ' 
reason  of  its  containing  a trace  of  Boric  Acid.
